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PREFACE. 



Notwithstanding the vast importance of the Roman 
inscriptions in throwing light on every fact and phase 
of ancient life. it is surprising how little attention they 
have received up to the present time in the field of 
Hnguistics. Though they are the best, and olten the 
only, source of information on the nature and develop- 
ment of the popular Latin idiom, it may be truly said 
that outside of the domain of phonetics they have as 
yet received no adequate treatment, as a whole.' The 
reason for this is not far to seek. Scattered about here- 
tofore in numberless coilections and periodicals, with 
no definite arrangement and often without proper dis- 
crimination of the true and the false, they have presented 
the most serious ohstacles to comprchensive study. Hap- 
pily, however, through the generous provision of the 
Royal Prussian Academy, they have at length been 
subjected to the searching analysis of the most com- 
petent scholars, and are now in greater part, under a 
careful geographical arrangement and with a complete 
apparatus cyiticus, presented to the student in the e|K)ch- 
making vokunes ol the Corpus /nscriptionu?n Latinarnni. 

My purpose in the tollowing dissertation has l)cen 
two-fold. First, in the field of lexicography proper.

I noto as a curious fact that Frof. Wolfflin, writing on Vuigarlatein (Thilologus XXXIV 
(X875) p. 137 S.), spealu of the sources of information, bot does not mention inscrr. 
Vet no one knew thelr linguiitie tiiq[iortanGe better than he. 
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Our standard Lattn dictionaries are far too meagre in 
their citations of inscriptional words. Hundreds have 
entirely escaped their notice,' and such as find a place 
in them are generally cited from the obsolete collec- 
tions of Gruter, Doni, Muratori and others, or at best 
from the Amplissima Colleciio of Orelli-Henzen. Such 
citations are generally worthless to the modern student, 
to whom the older works are largely unknown, except 
by dtle ; and indeed the inscriptions. so cited are often 
likely to prove false or badly read.' In the following 
lists, therefore, I have endeavored, within the limits of 
my investigation, to revise and supplement the lexicons. 
AU words, as far as possible, are cited from the Corpus 
itself ; or» in the case of such inscriptions as are not 
included therein, from the most trustworthy source. The 
lexicons of Forcellini-De Vit (1858 4-), K. E. Georges 
{f^ Ed. 1879.80), and (Harper's) Lewis and Short(i888) 
have been carefuUy consulted, and the omission of words 
has been noted in brackets with the letters F. G. and 
H respectlvely. A glance at the lists will show how 
much may be added from inscriptions ; out of a total 
of about three-thousand substantives and adjectives, 210 
do not occur in F, 266 in G, and 389 in H. 

Second^ and more important, in the field of the 
popular, as opposed to the classical, Latin. Our know- 
ledge of the Sermo VulgaHs or PUbeius^ still unfortu- 
nately very imperfect, is to be gained from two differ- 
ent sources and by two classes of specialists; the La- 
tinists occupied directly with the linguistic material that 
has survived the wreck of the past, and the Romance

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philologists tracing back the modern language by exact 
phonetic laws to thcir orig-in in the Latin. But though 
approached from different chrections, these investigations 
are correlative at every point. The historical study of 
the Romance languages points out unmistakeably the 
tendencies that are to be sought in the popular Latin 
speech ; and the study of the Svrfiio V ulgaris in turn 
gives the cUie to the development and differentiation 
of the Romance languages. 

On the side of the Latin itself, no documents in 
our posstssion c such a clear and accurate impression 
of thc Sermo Vulgaris as the inscriptions. The Roman 
lapidaries wrote nearly as they spoke, and herein lies 
the source of much of our knowledge of Latin pho- 
netics. But more than that, in word-formation and syntax 
the writers of the inscriptions used the language of every- 
day life, not the ' book-Latin ' wliicli tliey hatl forgotten 
since their school-days, if indeed they had ever learned 
to use it in the schools. The language of the inscriptions 
is in a large degree the spontaneous language of the 
people, modified, no doubt, by the character of the writer 
and the purpose to which it is applied, but still the po- 
pular language, even when devoted to the technical 
processes of law, religion, or commerce. 

The number of Latin inscriptions that surs ive either 
in tlie original or in accurate copies certainly exceeds 
125000. The material thus afforded for the study of 
word-formation and syntaxis very great ; and its tho- 
rough investigation w ill nccds be the work of many 
years and many hands. Where so much is to be done, 
one must choose a narrow field. I have contined my- 
self, therefore, to the substantives and adjectives of the 
inscriptions ; yet even these, if trcated comprchensively 
would prove far beyond the Hmits of a dissertation. 
Accordingly, 1 have selected, by terminations, those 
classes that are most prominent in the Romance lan- 
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guages. Such formations, it may be assumed, were pre- 
valent also in the Latin sermo vulgaris ; and the as- 
siimption is confirmed by the inscriptions. More than 
one sixth of the words are quite unknown to Latin li- 
terature. For completeness, as well as for purposes of 
statistics and comparison, a// inscripiional words, even 
those in classical use, are included in the lists, each in 
its own class ; but the more interesting forms are de- 
noled by larger type ; and in the case of rarcr words, 
their further histor}^ is shown in the toot-notes. My en- 
deavor has been to render the Hsts as complete as pos- 
sible. To read all the inscriptions was no small task. 
and I am conscious that many words must have been 
overlooked. 

In conckision I wish to acknowledij^e my debt to 
those whose counsel and guidance I have cnjo\ rd : — 
to Professor Harry Thurston Peck, by whose suggeslion 
my attention was hrst drawn to this study, and whose 
advicc and assistance have been of the i:;freatest help ; — 
to Prolcssor Jamcs C. Egbert, Jr. whosc kindly interest 
has been an inspiration, as his broader knowledge was 
a never-failing aid ; — and to Dr, Frederic Taber Coo- 
per, on wliosc- dissertation, *• Word Formation in the 
Roman Sermo Plebeius I have modeled the plan of 
my own.

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INTRODUCTION. 

Since its rcdtiction to a ccnprehensivc system, the study of 
Latin lexicog^rajihN- has takcn two main diroctions; the onc look- 
ing to tho collcction and arrangcmcnt of thc great mass of Hn- 
guistic matcrial that has come to us from the Roman worki, 
and the perfcction of thc Latin lc.xicon ; the other conccrning 
itself specifically with that popular form of Latin which, untram 
meled by the restrictions imposed on the literary speech, reflected 
the daiiy life of millions of people in every part oi the Roman 
empire, and has survived, under divcrse influences and in varicd 
forms, in the Romance languages of Europe. 

The existence side by side of two phases of Latin speech 
has alwayS been recogni/ed ; it is attested by numbcrless state* 
ments and impHcations of the Rornan writers. • But the exact 
nature of tlic popular Latin idiom and its precise relation to the 
classic hinguai^c havc given rise to mtich dispntc. It is unneces- 
sarv hcrc to cntci in detail upon the qncstion of thc history and 
ditfcrcntiation of thc Sfnno Clnssiiiis and ih-' S,i))i(> Vid^^aris. 
The subject has received ample elucidation al Lhc hands of many 
scholars, and the essential features are carefully summed up by 
Cooper, ' with whose general treatment I am quite in accord, 
A few supplementary remarks, however, regarding my own 
understanding and use of the term Sermo Vulgaris will not be 
OUt of place. 

I. The SKRMO VULGARIS. A perfcctly unmixed and in- 
dependent dialect is a lini,niistic impossibility. The languagc of carly 
Rome, the Prisca Latinitas, was no exception to the rulc. It had 
already receivctl thc imprcss of thc races witli which it had come 
in contact; yet it still rcmaincd thecompact langua<.,fc, or dialect, 
of a sniall community, alike spoken and understood by ail dasses. ^

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The early relations vvith Grcek culture and the ultimatc conqucst 
of Grcccc wrought a sudcicn but far-roachinjT chanL,^e in thc ian- 
gua^c of Rome. Visions of a new and hiyher h'fe appcared bcforc 
the astonished eycs of a rude people, and the history of the world 
can show no parallel for the eagerness >vith which every attainment 
of Greek genius Mras sought and cngrafted in the lifeand thought 
of the Romans. The eflfect of tfais change is nowhere more marked 
than in the domain of literature and language. Roman literature 
worthy of the namehad its origin in Greek thought; its founders 
were in fact more Greek than Latin. But thc rough and un- 
wieldy language was ill adapted to the expression of the higher 
thoughts and emotions, and its spirit was forcign to the niccties 
of Greek versification. At thc hands of tiic litcrary class the 
prisca Latinitas suficrcd a gradual and comprchcnsivc moditi- 
cation in conformity with the Grcek modcls. Its dcclcnsions and 
conjugations, alrcady brcaking down undcr tlic influence of na- 
tural development, were rendered uniform and stablc; its voca- 
bulaiy was increased along certain lines wbere tbe new culture 
created new needs, and vastly narrowed along other lines by 
tfae etimination of all that savored of the oommonplace; its 
pronunciation was fi.xed by an arbitrary ius et norma hguendi; 
and thus, out of the rough but flexible early language of the 
people, there grew two forms of speech, current at the samc 
time and in the same territory, but quite distinct in spirit and 
structure. • 

Such was the Siri/io (!/assiciis, the language of Roman li- 
terature al its best. But while this movement was in progress in 
tfae literary dr des of society, the Sermo Vvlgans faad never k)st 
its vigor among tfae people. It still remained, in some form, the 
umvtrsal language of tfae Romans, ignorant and cultured alike ; for 
even tfae devotees of urbamtas must faave adapted tfaeir language 
to tfae persons witfa wfaomtfaeyfaeld intercourse in thc liousehold, the 
forum, the shops, or the army.' Tfaough differing widely in its 
outward aspects according to the surroundin^ and standard of

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education of the speaker, (from the rustic speech of the peasant 
and thc slang of the streets to thc easy colloquiah"sm of the 
gentleman), it ahvays prescntcd to thc classical speech thc es- 
sential distinction oi spontaueity and iinconi tnlionality^ The Scnno 
Vulgaris was but the prisca Latinitas, modified by forces from 
wltliiii, from without, from above, sprcading over the world in 
in the wake of the Roman l^^ons» changing gradualiy in ttme 
and place, yet remaining throughout the empire essentially the 
same, until with the fall of the State and the rise of the nations 
it appeared again in hteraturc in the Romance languages.* 

Thus there is a sharp line of demarcation between the 
Sermo Ciassicus and the Sermo Vuigaris, and the direction of 
this hne is (ietermincd by the prescnce or absencc of sponta- 
ncity and unconventionahty of exprcssion, and not by the culture 
of thc spcakcr or writer."' But while the cultured speech was the 
prerogative of thc .small hterary class and its dcpendents, the 
popular languagc was as broad as the bounds of the cmpire. 
It difTered not only with locaiity and social position, but even, 
in some degree, with the whim of the individual. How, then, in 
this tangle of dialects can we hope Ibr orderly arrangement ? 
'Witfain tfae Sermo Vulgaris itself there are no sharply drawn 
lines of demarcation ; for however grcat the diflerences may have 
been, thcy shade oiT so imperceptibly the one into the other, 
that it is almost impossible now to detect them. It is only, 
therefore, by thc adoption of a broad view of the Scrmo Vulgaris 
as opposed to the classic Latin that much can be obtained, at 
least in the present, from the documcnts at our disposal.'* 

The method employed in investigations of the Sermo Vul-

^aris has been to separate from tlie tcxt all clcments that are 
not strictl)r dassical and label them ' vulgar. ' The results have 
been excellent, t>ut the prindple is not exact, for two reasons. 
First, because this assumes an opposition of the two forms of 
speech, which certainly did not exist as far as the Sfrmo Vul- 
garis is concerned, for opposition implies discrimination, and 
all the discrimination was on the side of classic Latin. Hotior 
and fclicitas were as much a part of the Scrmo Vitlgaris as 
caballiis, bucca, or mauducare. As regards word-formation, al- 
most all that bclonged to the Scrmo Classicus was also a part 
of the popular spcech. wliile on thc other hand much tiiat was 
vilal in thc latlcr was sludioiisiv avoidcd the formcr. Se- 
cond, While this fact is well understood, thc continual attcntion 
given to what is essentially unclassical in the popular speech 
tends to emphasize unduly a single prominent phase. The pe> 
culiarities of the Sermo Vulgaris are apt to consist of slang, 
malformations or the like; yet these are only one of its 
features, though naturally a prominent one. The result is not 
oniy an unconsdous confusion of popular Latin wifch sim 
ple vulgarity or indecency and thc usc of vulgaris in the de- 
rived sensc of * vulgar. ' ' but also thc assumption of a greater 
divergence in thc use of words than is warrantcd by thc facts. 
The Scruio l'f<l(iaris is not so much thc language of i|^noiaiicc 
as the uatuml languagc. 'Ww j^ranuuar and thc dictionar}-, thc 
insistence upon a form and stylc that arc sanctioned by tlie 
best writers. may iniluenoe, but they cannot control its destiny. 
It is this assumption that there is an essential diiference through- 
out between the two forms of speech, that they are in &ct 
almost separate langus^es, it wouid seem, that leads Sittl to the 
condusion that thc Senno V^ulgaris^ as the Latinists use the term, 
is a creation of fancy*. Understood in its broadcst sense, the 
Senno Vulgaris is no mere hypothesis ; it is not a language ataU 
in the sense of a iinguistic unit, but a mass of variations and

^ 2. LocAL Variations in the Sermo Vulgaris. It is 
an a priori statenicnt that admits of no doubt, that the Roman 
Sermo Vulgaf is at any given time must have diflfcred materially 
in the various provinces of the cmpire. * It is inccnccivable that 
even the prisca Latinitas could have been absohitely the same 
throughout the then narrou boundarics of the RepubHc. ^ As 
each new state was overcome, and the conquerers set themselves 
the task of latinizing it, there most have r»ulted a certain con- 
tamination in thdr oMrn speech, as welt as a form of Latin among 
the conquered people that was not exactly the language of the 
conquerers. When we consider the vast domtnions of the empire 
at the period of its greatest extension» and the fact that a ma- 
jority of its subjects were not Romans hut romanized ; when we 
recall the general poverty and lack of education, and above all 
the difficulties of intercommunication , wc cannot doubt the 
existencc of weil cstablished local dilTcrenccs. If thc speech of 
the Roman scnator diffcrcd in some dcgree from that of his 
slavcs, how much morc must the lant^uage of the Italian farinL-r 
have diffcred from that of thc scini-Grccian peasant of Africa or 
the homble descendent of the Pannonian coionist 

Or considered from another point of view ; it cannot be as- 
sumed that the vital diflerences of the Romance langoages took 
shape only alter the division of the empire/ Notwithstanding

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the barbarian invasions, these languages are still essentially La- 
tin in stnicture and lexicon. We are certainly right, therefore» 
in assuming that their differences were already grounded in tbe 
Sermo Vulgaris, There is in fact no weU defined line which 
marks the passage of Latin into Italian and French and Spa* 
nish ; they are only the Sermo Vulgaris in its present form. * 
This much, then, may be confidently asserted of the Sermo 
Vulgaris. When we come to examine the material at hand, 
however, the rcsult is disappointinf:^, and seems at first si^rht to 
disprove the assumption cntircly. So far from linding clearly 
marked local differenccs in thc inscriptions, which should cer- 
tainly be our best authority, it bccomcs apparcnt that such 
differences are to be dctected only witii the most diligent study, 
and many have thus been led to doubt their actual existence.* 
A steady development of the popular speech in the direction of 
the Romance languages is every where observable, but the Gallic 
inscriptions do not show any mastering tendency to become 
French rather than Italian, nor those of Lusitania to become 
PortMguese rather than French. Nor should we really expect 
to find such marked development at so early a period. Dialectic 
variations there doubtless were ; pronunciation ditfered more or 
less, words took on ncw scnses, ncw words werc borrowed or 
coincd, grammatical constructions changed in time and piace;

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but we have no evidence that an intelligent Roman could not 
always understand an inteUigent Gaul or Spaniard or Latin- 
speaking African. There is no question of a division of lang^age 
during any period of the empire. ' 

The testimony of the andent writers regarding local varia- 
tions in Latin refers mainly to phonetic difTerences, and it is na« 
turally here that the greatest divergence lay ; * neverthelcss there 
is no lack of cvidence of distinctions and local peculiarities in 
the formation and usc of u ords. Herein, howcvcr, lies a difficulty 
arising from thc complcxity of thc subject and the limited and 
negative charactcr of thc cvidcncc. Our knowledgc of the po- 
pular speech must bc bascd on thc written documcnts, nnd the 
Sermo Vidgnris was csscntially a spokcn languagc. The slight 
remains prcscrved to us are but the visible part of a giant berg 
whose greater mass is hidden in the ocean of the past We may 
draw condusions as we will; they are all tentative* and subject 
to complete reversal with the discovery of a new inscription, or 
the morc thorough study of the facts. 

The formation of classified lists like those which foUow, of 
words drawn from the inscriptions, will afford abundant material 
for the furthcr study of word-pccuh*arities in thc various pro- 
vinces of thc cmpirc. We know from scattcrcd passagcs of the 
Roman writers that in certain localitics strangc words were in 
usc. or usuai words in strangc mcanings. In thc timc of Varro,' 
ccnaculutn was still uscd in its primary sensc of tricliniuui in 
some places, as at Lanuvium, at Faicrii, at Corduba. The Prae- 
nestines ^ had the word tangitio in the sense of notio, and satd 
nefrofus> for testicuH, a word that obtained also at Lanuvium 
in the form nebrundines, The festival struppearia was peculiar

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to Falerii, and strnppus is noted at Tusculum. ' A peasant of 
Anagnia informed Marcus Aurelius * that sartncntnm was an 
old Hcrnican word (Latinized, of course) still in tisc there to 
signify thc skin of the victim which the flamcn wore on his 
apex when entcring the town. These and other words arc cited 
as provincialisms in Italy. In Gaul, too, we are told that legaria 
was used for lcgHmina,^ and tripetia for $eUa rustUana^ It 
would be tnteresting to turn to the inscriptions and find dircGt 
evidenoe in word^forms of the early difierentiatton of the romance 
languages. If flere disappeared and gave place to plangere (pian- 
gere) in Italy and to plorare (pleurer) in Gaul ; if malum, casa 
sorvived in the peninsula (mela — but cf. pomidoro — casa) and po- 
mum, mansio in the Gallic provinces (pomme, maison), it would 
indeed bc gratifying to see the bcginning of the tendency in the 
inscriptions of the respective countries ; but we are i^ivcn no 
such good fortune.^ Paramus, indeed, appcars in a Sjianish in- 
scription,^ and has survived only in Span. paramo ; but such 
instances are rare. 

It wili not be out of placc to cite from inscriptions a few 
words which seem to have been of local or provincial use, at 
least in tkeir origin. If a word appears in but a single inscrip^ 
tion, it ofTers no basis for a theory ; if it is found several times 
in one locality, and nowhert else, we may assume that it was a 
iocal word ; if further it appears in literature first in a writer 
whose origin connects him with that tcrritory, thc assumption is 
strcngthcned ; and if latci \vc find it in use by various authors, 
it must be rcmcmbcrcd that a provincial ncologism, oncc ad- 
mittcd into Htcraturc, may iose its local character and become 
common propcrty. 

Ampliatio appears to be an African formation ; ^ it occurs 
in an inscription of the Proconsular Province and in Tertullian. 
Congressio =z ' attack ' is a favorite word of Justinus, to whom 
Wolfflin* assigns an African ori|^n; we find it in this sense also

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in an inscription of Lambaesis. (Maurctania — Tcrt.), si- 
lentiosus (Nurnidia — Apul.), des/iinUio ~ ' violent acts ' (Mau- 
retania — Apul.), f*ollicitator ( Tliamugadi — Tert.), coilci^iarins 
(Cirta — Tert.) are a fcw of the very many coincidences tiiat 
may be adduced as cumulative evidence of the special use of 
words ia Africa.' The genius of Roman Africa seems to have 
lent itsdf, even more than that of the other provlnces, to the 
greatest freedom in word*formation to meet every passing need. 

Other probablc local peculiarities may be noted elsewhcrc 
Cognatio—CoUegium is found only at Salonac in Dalmatia, cul- 
ittinalis and culininaris oniy in Pannonia and Noricum, creta- 
rius north of thc Alps. In Xorth Italy wc havc coUeg;iatus (=3the 
African collegiarius) aX Arilica and ]^r\yi\:\.\ - /^arciniouium ' sav- 
ings ' at Pohi, Cremona, Bri.xia ; propiiiatio { fuucbris) at Brixia 
and Coniuni; rcpnnctor at Placcntia and Mcdiol.uiiuin. Siniihirly 
subvcntor is only found in Campania, at Ca])ua, Xola and i'u- 
teoli. Laesio, laesura (animi) is a Galiic usage, and limarius is 
found only at Narbo, while solutorius seems to be confined to 
Lusitania. The geographical distribution of words in inscriptions 
deserves an exhaustive study. 

A discussion of the general charactiristics of the inscriptional 
language of Italy, Africa, S]) lin and Gaul would be beyond the 
limits of the present study, which is confined to certain classes 
of terminations. A critical c.xaminatlon of the inscriptions, how- 
ever, will show that the seruio vu/garis of Italy. and cspecially 
of Rome, was a remarkable comple.x of influcnccs from evcry 
quarter. which, under the Kmpire, with the constant influx of 
people froni all parts of thc world, lost the powcr of discrimi- 
nation, and admitted provinciaiisms and Greek words, hybrid 
and self-exptalning compounds at will. Rome, as the focus of 
ancient life. can hardly be said to have had a characteristic sermo 
vulgaris of its own; but between north and south Italy one 
may detect here and there traces of divergences which had come 
down from older times or had grown up under conditions of 
isolation. The lansruagc of nortli Italy under the Kmpire ap- 
proaches rather that of Gaul, ^ that of south Italy shows a closer

connection with Africa. ' Gallic Latin was charactcrized by a 
certain dignity and rhetorical poise, a fulness and clcgance of 
diction» * as became a land of rhetors and grammarians. To a 
certain extent this is visible in the pre-Christian inscriptioos of 
Gaul and north Italy, from whtch the .unrestrained license ia 
form and syntax, so diaracteristic of those of Rome» south Italy 
and Africa* is reasonably absent. 

The language df soutli Italy, and most notably of Campania 
and Apulia. is impregnatcd with Greek,^ as is the Campanian 
speech of Petronius ' characters. It shares with Africa the rea- 
diness to form compounds with coii — ( - ' fellow — '), due to 
the intiuencc of the Grcck o-jv — as i\'iidi\urio (Lucania and 
Africa). concurialis (licticventum and Thcvc^>te, Numidia) ; and 
is notably fond of the ablativc in — u {anccntu Vcnafrum, appo' 
ratu Abella, Cumae, dilegatn Pompeii, ctc), and of denonuna' 
tives in — tus^ — also frequent in Africa. 

The inscriptional language of Africa has recetved ^iecial 
treatment by Kiibler/ It is characterized by a love of abstract 
expressions, a fonduess for long words, and a rhctorical fulness 
of diction.' The tumor Africiis is visible as well in the inscrtp- 
tions of Africa as in its literature. The cpitaphs far surpass those 
of the othcr provinces in strained and overloaded expressions.

Of the terminatioiis to whicfa I have devoted the foUowing 
pages, » (ilist — t^us ( — tarium), — arius (—^ arium) aad 
— icius are particularly freqoent in Africa, and — tio \s exten- 
sively used there» notably in unusoal senses.' Adjectives in — osus 
are fcw in number, but the fondness for the termination so often 
noted in the writers of African Latinityi' is amply shown by 
the numerous cognomina that appear in inscriptions,^ Aelia Ae- 
liosa (c. VIII 0151). Plotia Flaviosa (3971;. lulia Maximosa 
(4276), etc. Vvguounua in — ica also arc a well-known feature 
of African inscriptions. and support the connection that has often 
bcen claimed for African and Spanish Latin,^ for the termina- 
tion ^ico is diminutive in Spanish;^ in connection with which 
it may be noted that sohmina ='provisions' is foond only at 
Hispalis (c ii 11 80) and at MakUr (vni 619). 

The Spanish inscriptions, beyond a strong Iberian element 
observable mostty in proper names, oflTer little for the study of 
local word-formation.

the likc, Hy far the greater numbcr is of the sepulcral class, and 
this is fortunate for the present study, for the epitaphs bring us 
into the closest touch with the popular Hfe and language of the 
day. Here more than elsewhere (except in the graffiti, which,

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however, show rather a vulgarity of seutiment than ot laNguagc), 
we find the nearest approach to the sermo vulgartSt for here the 
people of all classes give voice to their feelings of affection and 
pride and sorrow with all the simple verbiage at their com- 
mand, * or break forth into verse, poor doubtless, as poetry» 
, but thc morc valuable linguisticaily as it is spontaneous and 
unstudicd. Thc sepulcral inscriptions add thc lar^cst propor- 
tion nf new words to our lexicons, and show how rcadily new 
mcanings were attaciied to words in thc popular specch, and how 
unrestrained it was in the usc of synon\ nis. * 

The dedicatory and honorary inscriptions, on thc othcr hand, 
afford comparativcly little that is ncw ; > titles of gods and genii 
(culminaris, soiutoriuSt territor, triduniciaiis), and of legions 
{eqnitata, fiilminata), and here and there a word explanatory of 
the condttion or attitude of the dedicator, comprise the sum 
of our gains from this source. The formulaic inscriptions of public 
works, too, are almost barren of interest. 

In the ' documcnta, ' again, we have a fertile source of the 
inscriptional vocabulary. They valuc is very relative, according 
to the purpose to which thcy wcrc appHed and the subject of 
which thev trcat, froin thc carcfullv wordcd AV^ Gcstac of Au- 
gustus to tlic I"^tHct of Dioclctian di piiiiis rcruin icnalimn, 
proiific of rarc and new words. In tlie laws and plebiscitcs that 
have been preserved on stone and bronze, cne couid not expect 
to iind traces of plebeian pronunciation and syntax, but one may 
certainly look here for unclassical word-forms, and in fact the 
search woutd not be vain. Quintilian i 6. 17 writes: ' moleste 
diligentibus permittamus et tribunale dicca^e. ' The classical speaker 
or writer would use tribunalt and the vulgar by-form would be 
elscwhcre unknown, did it not appear in the Lex lulia Munici- 
pahs of 15. c. 45. ' Provincial and niunicipal regulations espe- 
cially afford interesting material ; notably the Lex Metalli Vi-

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pasccnsis of Spain ' and thc building-ordinance of Puteoli. ' Rvcn 
the acla of the Arval Brothers will be frequently cited for new 
Ibrins tn the lists that follow. It may be stated without hesita- 
tson that of all the ' doeumunia ' preserved, the friviUgia vete- * 
ranarum alone, as a dass, do not merit study for purposes of 
lexicography. 

The ' iMstrumenium domesticum ' as a whole is unfruitfui. 
The objects are generally small, and the inscription is often li- 
mited to the malcer's name. From a vase irom Gaul ' we have 
the new word ccrvesarius , and thc bone tesscrae afford some ill- 
natured 4jwtg «tpYjniva Thc ocuHsts', stamps in particular are rich in 
medical terms, c^pccially names of salves and lotion^, and eye- 
diseases in — (lo, — tudo, — itia, — itics. 

Finally of the graffiti it is unnecessary to speak; their vul- 
gar character is well known, and their value in thc study of po- 
pular word-formation is no less than in that of phonetics. The 
eiipiHti, largdy Pompeian etection-recommendations, are of second- 
ary interest, and Uie auction4ablets of Caediius Jucundus pre- 
serve but a limited number of new words, while the wax tablets 
of Dacia are almost devoid of importance. 

% 4. SUBSTANTIVES AND ADJECTIVES IN INSCRIPTION8. A 
bricf considcration of the use of substantives and adjectivcs in 
inscriptions is all tliat is here possible. If there is one fact in 
particular that thc study of inscriptional lexicography tcachcs, it 
is that we should not assume that a word which appears first 
in a givcn autiior is thc creation of his fancy. In the great ma- 
jority of cases, he has certainly admitted it to his writings only 
as he finds it in use in the coUoquial speech of those about him ; 
has raised it, that is, from the sermo vulgaris to the standing 
and dignity of a literary word. In the foUowing lists» a very 
large number of words will be found in inscriptions dating long 
before their first appearance in literature. ^ On the other hand, 
many an archaic word livcd on in thc popular speech though 
excluded from thc classic diction. A case in point would be 
dolentia = dolort which is cited by Geilius ^ from Laevius as

ifi the whole range of literature, appears again, several centuries 
later, in a Christtan epitaph of Aquileia. ' 

The inscriptions show condusively that the sermo vulgoris 
availed itself at all periods of certain self^explanatory termina- 
tions, notably — alis, '•—ans, ^arius, ^afus, — icws, — tio^ — /«v, 
'■^frix, to form any word at will. — Anus in particular maybe 
called />nr excencncc thc inscriptional suffix ; its formation-^ are 
apparently quite unlimitcd, and cvcry year brings to light a 
new inscriptional form. Thc preponderancc of ccrtain suffixes and 
the cuniparativc abscnce of others (as — ax, — cla, — ctnni, — or) 
is explained by the character of tlie inscriptions thcmselves. 

The principle of discrimination and elimination being en- 
tirely absent from the sermo vulgaris, there is no limit to the 
formation, side by side as fancy wills» of synonyms by the simple 
addition of various suffixes to the same stem. The present par- 
tidple had a much more extended use in the popular than in 
the classic language; and fond as the Roman was of words in 
"tor and -arius, there was abundant placc in his broad vocabu- 
lary for the participial substitutes [harbaricans ? — harbarica- 
rius^ cognoscens n: cognifor, commeans z= mercator, gladians — 
gladiarius or gladiator, ncgotians nr ncgotiator, provocans = 
provocator, vians ~ viator^ The grammarian Charisius ' says: 
' collactancns dici debct. \am collactcus nemo dicit. ' In the 
inscriptions both forms occur, * with a possibie preference for 
the censured one. 'The numerous parallel forms for 'niece,' 
neptis, nepos (c. xii 344), nepotia (c. iii 2599, 2690, 2756, 2798, 
6155, etc), mpota (c. m 3173), neptia (c m 3582), nepoUUa, 
nepotiUa^ nepticula,^ etc. show the easy indifTerence of the popular 
language in the use of w ords. 

Again, the euphemisms for ' death ' and ' tomb ' are very

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numerous» The pagan Roman was generally content witfa the 
simple MTord ««m. Faetus is used twioe in this sense, once as 
pure slang: ' isU mtUus nu ad factum dabii * that mule wiU 
do me up, ' and once in an iambtc senarius : * noli dolertt mattr, 

factui meo ; and other more logical expressions {eventupn, Jimtio 
fati) may be noted ; but it is in Christian epitaphs that the 
greatest divcrgence appears : dormitio, occasus. nrt ssio, redditio, 
requictio, transitus, as for mortuus cst vve havc )nigravit de hac 
luce, quicvit or rcquicvit, rcccssit, rcddidit or tulii annos, tran- 
siit, vixit in sacculo or saecu/arcs anuos, vixit in dicni aetatis 
suac (not mortis suac, which had an unpleasant sound). Simi- 
larly, as a substitution for sepulcrum I may note mansio, domus 
or seeles aetema or aetemalis or perpetua, domus romu/a^ mt^ 
maria or memoriola. 

The poetical element is very strong in the Latin sermo vul- 
garis, as in the simple qieech of all peoples, and shows itself 
everywhere in the inscriptions, notably in the terms of relation- 
ship and wherever a sentimcnt of atfection is manifested. Geui- 
tores ~ parcntcs'^ (Ital. genitori), parens = patcr, ^ iugalis — 
maritus,'* consors (once consortio^') — coniux, increnientum' ~ 
Jilius, filia, nati* or pigncra ' — fiHi, sarcogena —filia^"^ ctc. 
We find also termcn for annus, ' and frequently iuminalov 
oculi. 

Characteristic also of the popular Latin is the free use of 
compounds. Prepositional compounds often have no further force 
than the simple words (cf. ac-ammodaUnr, e^inistratio). The 
use of ecn-zz^ fdlow-' is especially frequent (commilito, concido, 
condecurio, contiro, conservus), here also often without added mean> 
ing (concurialis, congentilis.

It remains only tt) mention the popular fondnc:>s for dimi- 
nutives, or wiUiout a diininutive sense, and the tendency 
of certain terminations to assume a diminutivc force. Tliis is 
scon for — icius in such words as nepoiicia, ih rnacius ; whilc 
three diniinulivcs in — inus, — iiia arc cited hereafter. " 1 hc clas- 
sical word paricdHiU- ahcady has a sense of diminution. The 
glosses further provc liiat thc sulfix — ina was a recognized di- 
minutive termination in the sermo vulgaris. '*

A. ABSTRACT SUBSTANTIVES. 

It has often been observed* tliat while the classic Latin was 
restricted in its use of abstract terms» the Sertno Vuiguris ofiered 
a marked contrast in the freedom with vrhich they were employed, 

In this respect the testimony of the inscrr. supports the evidenoe 
of literaturc. There is noticeable throuj^hout a tendency to cxpress 
abstract idcas in abstract terms; less forcible, pcrhaps, in thc 
early period, when the inscrr. in j:jencral arc morc concise and 
formulaic, but bccoming dominant undcr thc cmpirc. This ten- 
dency is cspcci.tUy notablc in the case of vcrbal derivatives in 
-tio, - sio, but is shared also by the substantives in -tus -tas and 
others, it is due in part to a fondness for iong words and well- 
rounded clauses, in part also to a deare for more viTid expres- 
sion. Accordingly the simple dassical- constructton of subst ■+■ 
adj. or part. gives place largeiy to groups of substantives. Cf. 
peregriiUiHonis expediHonem — ob peregrinMmem expeditam, post 
aktrem exercitationcm — post alam exerciiakmt, ex iniquitatibus

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to extend the use of abstracts. Cf. dcbitnui natttrac pcrsolvit — 
obiit, moratus cst in dispcnsationc — dispemator Juit^ kic iacet 
germanitas fratris •/ sororis = gcrmdni. 

The use of abstracts in a concrete sense is not unknown 
to classic Lfttm, but was certunly most prevalent in the popolar 
speech/^ and is therefore naturally prominent in inscrr. Cf. am- 
bulaiio sss locus amduiatwttis, arcuatura^arcus, armafura=mi- 
les, circuitus = via in circuh, clusura = fibula^gestaiio = locus 
gestationis. lavatio = locus vel suf^Uex lavationis, pedatura = 
spatium pedibus mensum, repositio — rcpositorium etc. 

The most important classes of abstract substantives in tlie 
inscrr. will hc foiind grouped in the following division. Thosc in 
-or havc bccn omittcd ; thc 42 forms that occur in inscrr. are 
all (with cxception of nigror c. vi 30258) of general occurrence. 
and show nothing new or valuabie. As a formativc suffix. -or 
lost its importance at the closc of the archaic period.-' The inscrr. 
aiso ofTer nothing of interest in -ela. Cautela, loquela, querela, 
(querella, quaerela, quaerella), and tutela are frequent in inacrr. 
as elsewhere ; and candela is seen in the derivatives candela- 
brum^ and candelabrarius^ It has been asserted that -ela was a 
popular suffix in the Sermo Vulgaris its unimportant remains, 
however, in the Romance languages,^ and the complete absence 
of hitc formations in inscrr..'^ would tend to di.sprove tlu- sup- 
position. Thc samc is substantially truc of thc suffix -do (-ido 
-edo). Its importancc in thc Scrmo Vuigaris was mainl)' conhncd 
to thc rustic vocabuiary, which is but sliL^htly rcprcscntcd in 
inscrr. Cupido, crcpido, Jorniido, lihido arc frcqucnt; /onnido — 
'scarecrow' (Test. Basil., Wilm, Ex. 315, Bruns p. 278, 11 1. 24) 
is worthy of note.

The Inscrr. have only nitor. not nittU (Apul., Solin.) ; f<c( Uum. tUlutum etc., not 
pttt^atla (Tert.), cmnAccM». not €miim€ta» (Inteipr. mI Cod. Theod.). cte. 
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tfaoae in -tio, 'Sio are the most numerous in all grades and at 
att periods of the language. Paucker* esttmates the number used 
by the older writers at somewhat over 1450» of which 862 are found 
in Cicero and Caesar, and states that this number was more than 
doubled in post-classical literaturc. The use of these abstracts ex- 
tended to every department of life and thougfat; pfailosopfay, law, 
medicine, the public scrvice, commerce, agriculture, and the 
homcly processcs of daily lifc, all shared them alike, and did not 
hesitate to cmploy at will so useful a sufiix, whose neologisms 
bore their nieanin}^ on their face. 

Thc inscrr. abound in these words. The foUowing list con- 
tainc 340 fcrms. As a wholc, the list is not a rcmarkable onc; 
less than 5 q of the words are confined to tnscrr., and of tiiese 
the grcater part are «noiE tX^Titm. About 2$ sfabw a meaning 
unknown to literature, and 10 seem to occur but once outside of 
inscrr. Legal terms are espedally numerous; those of agricul- 
ture, in the terminology of which these forms held a prominent 
place,- are notably absent' The frequent use of these abstracts in 
a concrcte sense has been mentioned above ; no less than 22 will 
be found bclow. Such usaq^c in military language dcserves spe- 
cial notice ; cf rcliquatio = ' body of troops /r/t bchitid, vexil- 
/afio' — • budy of vcxil/arii.* The po[)uhir cli;iractcr of thc sutfix is 
shown also by its frequent appearance in the Ponii^cian grajjiti 
(cf. dcstii/atio^ mixio), and by its not infrequent tautological usc 
(cf. administraHonem administraintt c, x 4724 ; pensiones pensi^ 
tasse, c. XI 266, etc.

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indivituality. Already in classic Latin the two suffixes oocupied 
largdy the same ground *, and thereafter their history is mainly 
one of rdative use. A large number of doublets arose»* of iden- 
tical meaning, concursio concursus, lusio lusus^ motio motus, 
omatio (frnatus, etc, leavinf:^ a free choice to the writers in ac- 
cordance witli thc spirit of thcir lanf]^ua£^e. Tn view of this fact, 
which renders a cuiiiparison of thc relaLivc u-^c of thc forms 
singularly easy, it wouKi sccm that thc posilion occupied by 
the suffix -tus, -sits uould not bc difficult todetermine; yct the 
question has given risc to somc diffcicncc of opinion. Sciiulzc * 
claimed for it a much more general use in the Sirmo Vulgaris 
than in classic Latin. Its literary history» as shown by the inves- 
tigations of Paucker, ' Slaughter ^ and others» has been summed 
up by Cooper, < who concludes» on the contrary, that " it is only 
plebeian to the extent that the svrmo vulgtvis employed all 
classcs of abstracts more frecly than the classic ianguage. " 
According to the investigations above mentioned, the ratio of 
usage whcre the language oficrs a choice of forms is, -fio: -tus, 
Plautus 3:2, Cicero 2:3, silvcr Latin (approximatcJy) 1:3; 
while in iate Latin -tiis again sinks to a subordinatc position. 

But this comparison is complicatcd by thc iact that the 
substantivcs in -tns arc oftcn confincd to special cases, while 
the missing cases are supplied by forms in -^io, The evidence 
of inscrr. will perhaps throw some Iight on the question. In the 
first place, the number of substantives in in the whole body 
of Latinity is more than three times as great as the number of 
diose in tus. ^ Thc inscrr., however, show 340 in -tio, and 175 
or more than halffas many in -tus. As the inscrr. in general 
lie nearer than t/ie h'teraturc to thc Sermo Vulgaris, this fact 
by itsclf woulifargue for Schulzc's oontcntion. Furthermore, with 
half the numbcr of words, the inscrr, show almost as many

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non-literary forms in -ius as in -tio. It is quite safe to assume, 
therefore, tfaat the former was an active and favorite suffix in 
the popular ^ieech. 

As regards the distribution of the cascs in inscrr., the fol- 
lowing facts are worthy of note. The abl. is par exetUtnce the 
most iisual with these substantives. Of thc 175 words in the 
following list- 96 arc found in thc abl., of which 46, or about 
one-fourth of the whoic numbcr. occur only in this case. It is 
here that the populai character of the suftix is best sliown. The 
origin of this pr(jnuncnce given to the abl. Hcs duubtlcss in the 
analogous 2** supinc. ' Cf. Acsculapio dictu et factu Isochrysus 
{licdicavit), It would seem that the popular language assumed 
the ri^ht of forming such 'ablatives at will, and in most instances 
we may suppose that the other cases never actually existed. 
In this way arose the numerous abl. in -» for -0 many of which 
are in.scriptional «icoS v.-^ ; idictu, vtcritu, postulatu, praeceptu, 
beside the more usual and full>' declined cdictum, mcritum ctc 
Thc former, I think, are not to be ascribcd to phonctic change, 
but arc direct transfers on tlie analoj^y of similar forms. * Ifthe 
objection be raiscd ' that tlicsc forms do not appcar in the 
Romance lanj^uage- (cxccpt Roumanian it is suthcicnt to re- 
call the fact that wjth thc coliaj-^sc of declen^^ion in the spoken 
Latin, all fourth-dcclension tornis icnded to pass over to tlie 
second. Indeed the later inscrr. show a constant increase of for* 
mulas like ex iusso^ ex visOt beside iussu. visu,

This small bnt interesting class of sub- 
stantivcs has been ri^htly assij^ned especialiy to the Sermo P'ul^ 
garis. The investigatiuns or Pauckcr \ Schmilinsk/ Stuenkel 
and othcrs, as summed up in brief by Schulze and further 
elaboratcd by Cooper lcave no doubt of ihe fact that by far 
the greater number of such words appear in writers of inferior

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I^tinity, thc early comedians, the rustic writers, specialists iike 
Vitruvius aiid Pfiny, and the Church fathers. Thc large proportidii 
of im^ and rare forms b furtfaer evidence of their prevalence 
in the popular, as contrasted with the literary, language. And 
lastiy, thdr prominent place as inherited words in all the Ro- 
mancc languages fuUy attests their undiminished vitaHty. 

I urthcr testimony, if any be needed, is afibrded by the inscrr. 
Thc list below inchidcs 47 words. If we accept. for purposes of 
general estimate, Pauckcr's ' total of 282 forms with this suffix, 
we havc in the inscrr. almost 17 " o of the whole number, — a 
large proportion as the comparison of othcr lists will show. Of 
these 47 words, 9, or about 19 " 01 \ they all 

represent familiar relations, acts, and objects of pubiic or privatc 
life» they are dearly only the residuum of a large number of 
similar words that found no place in literature. It is worthy of 
note that the inscrr. here serve to correct the deductions drawn 
from the literary vocabulary. " In later Lattn, " says Cooper 
1. c, " when formations in -TIO became general, those in -TURA 
failed to maintain themselves in opposition, and the new forma- 
tions are proportionately few. " Yet many of the rare inscriptional 
forms belong to this later period. The famous Edict of Dioclet- 
ian-whicb. treating as it does of the dctails of commerce, of food 
and clotliing and wai^cs, is a prolific source of thc popular ter- 
minology of thc timc, — has no lcss than 6 i-ag sip. in - TUR.v, -SURA. 

In classic Latin of thc best period. these substantives were 
sacriiiced for those in -TIO. The Sermo Vulgaris on the contrary, 
replete with synonyms of every sort, found room for all possiUe 
forms, and governed only by the whim of the moment, used 
CALCULATIO Or CALCULATURA, CURATIO or CURATURA, LABSIO 
or LAESURA, MUNmo Of MUNITURA as fency dictated. With like 
freedom, the abstraet force of the suffix was changed to thecon- 
crete *, or both abstract and concrete senses flourishcd sidc by 
side.

^ 5. ^TUDO. The evtdenoe of literature shcws fhat tlie 
substantives in — TUDO belong espedally to the early period, 1 
and to the archaists and later writers of a careless style.* Their 
prevalence in the Sermo Vulgaris is attested by their preservation 
in the Romance Languages,^ in which (Ital. and Span.) the snffix 
never iost its formative vitality. (QL schiavitudine» esdavitud).

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The language of tfac inscrr., howevcTp uaes tfaese substantives 
but little. Their period of greatest fertility, as faas been said, was 
the pre<lassical age; and the inscrr. of this time are few in num- 
ber and very formulaic in character. The 19 forms that f(4]ow 

are drawn almost without exception from inscrr. of the empire, 
and are all of frequent occurrence in literature. Kor the post- 
classical literar\' forms. the inscrr. show gcnerally a preference 
for — tas, — i/ia, — or. Cf. inscrr. grai itas, siabniia, uigror, accr- 
bitas. tristitia ~ Vitruv. etc. gravitudo; Pctr. scabititdo, Marc. 
Emp., Phn., Val. scabritudo\ Pliny, Aug. nigritudo\ Q€\, acir- 
bUudo\ Apul., Sidon. iristiiudo. Other rare wotds, as albiiudo, 
amariiudo, aritudo^ eris^Uudo, incptitudo, saisiiudo etc., occur in

Latin, the rest in thc later authors, notably Apul., Gell., Tert' 
The suffix seems thcrefore to have becn prevalcnt in the Sermo 
Vulgaris,^ particularly as it has lcft a numerou*; progeny in the 
Roniance languajrcs, (Ital. -nza, -n/.ia; Span. -nza, -ncia; Port. -n^a; 
Prov. -nsa; Fr. -nce; Wal. -intzc). The inscrr. have 53 forms, 
about 15 ' ^ p of thc vvhole, dravvn mainly from sep. and dedic. 
inscrr., the grcater numbcr of which are of frcqucnt and classical 
occurrence in literaturc. Only two ncw forms appcar, conservan- 
Hat pertdgilaHiia, both iml stp. The picturesque compounds 
which maJce tlieir appearance not seldom in literature, — siiUHlo- 
gitentia Plaut, graveoienHa Pliny, mtdedieeniia GeU., aeguiparan- 
Ha Tert., suavijragrantia Aug., etc. — were often» perhaps, 
actual coinages of the writers in whom they appear. They are 
entirely absent from the inscrr.» which have only the weil-known 
derivatives of 7 c//e and /aeere, benevoientia, twnorificentia, ntag- 
nifice n tia, m u tt ificeti tia. 

The sistcr-suffix -\TIUM, which is of c.xtrcmcly rare occur- 
rence, appears in inscrr, as in ciassical Latin, only in the word 
silentium.

which give also the new form milities. * The occurrcnce of these 
suffixes in hterature tends to show that -itia was the more clas-

B, CONCRETE SUBSTANTiVES. 

The nature of the inscrr. ts more fevorable to the admis- 
sion of concrete than of abstract substantives. While the sep. and 
hon. inscrr. are full of the characterization of qualities human 
and divine, and the documcnta, in their greater length, revcal 
the frcquent employment of ah^^tracts, still the inscrr. as a wholc 
trcat niorc of persons and things, of vocalions and rank, '^f ar- 
ticlcs of coiniiicrce and daily usc. The dcrivcd concrete subslan- 
tives fall into two tnain cla^^-^is : substantivcs as such. and adjcc- 
tives used as substantivcs. iiic lorincr class alone is treatcd in 
this section ; the others are reserved for discussion under the 
adjectives with which they belong. 

Most numerous among the substantives of the class here con- 
sidered are the nomina personalia in M:onis) — tor and — triXt 
and the nouns in -mcn, -mentum^ — bulum» — culum, and 4na, 
Other inscriptional forins less prominent than these have been 
noticed in the introduction supra,

characteristic ofthe Sermo Vuigaris,'^ Thc inscrr., out ofabout 
45 forms, have 1 1 that appear nowhcre else. These inscriptional 
forms, in rcspect to their mcanin<T, fall into four classes ; (i) titles 
of religion and civic governmcnt, curio, dicurio, cpulo otc, {2) 
militar}' tcrms, ccuturio, couiinilit ^ of^tio, polio etc, (3) designa- 
tions of tradcs and uccupations, taupo, ccrdo, fullo. htstrio, laniOy 
ctc, and (4) popular expressions and tcrms of abu.^e, biicco, cun- 
«|V>, nuiricio^ paedico, socerio etc. The fairest inference is that the 
sufiix was general in the pre-classic period ; that its frequent ap* 
plication in malam partem led to its expulsion from the classic 
specch, except in the case of such common words as deserved 
to maintain their place either by the ancient respectability of 
their use {centurio^ decurio), by the humble station denoted {caupa, 
muiio)f or by the contempt implied {/atro, iefto, spado) ; and that 
its vigor remained unimpaired in all forms of the popular lan- 
guage. 

Thc cxtensive usc of thc suthx In lerms of abuse in seen 
in thc i^ralfiti of Pompcii and in the bune tcsscrac, whicli. in 
tiicir spirit, are somcwhat analo^ous to the Amcrican comic ' va- 
lenLine . Cf infra anialio, bucco, cuunio, paedifo, spcuio, vapio. 
Yet this application did not prevent the popular devdopment of 
tlie sufiix In other directions. It formed even terms of aflection, 
akin to the diminutives. as nuiricio, socerio, vemio, and we find 
it in formal titles of local guilds, as the coneibones of Maureta- 
nia and the socii nitiones of the Proconsular Province.

It is evidentp therefore, that these forms were nume' 
rous enough in early Latin, and sufiiciently useful to recdve the 
aanction of classical writers, although necessarily within somewhat 
narrow limits ; and that in later times they were introduced mto 
literature wholly without rcstraint.^ 

The inscrr. wcll show thc popular character of the two suf- 
fixcs. The list below, togcther with that following ii)have 
406 forms, or almost 18° „ of Paucker's total; and no lcss 
than 63, almo.st 16" ^ of the inscriptional forms, are not to be 
found in the whole range of literature, while 42 others appear 
but in a singlc author each. Those in — walone number 349, 
about '/3 of which are employcd by Cic, induding many com- 
mon words imperator, semUot) that permeate all grades 

of Latin. On the othcr hand, there are 47 (induding 37 appa- 
rendy teg aip.) that are unknown tn literature. 

As regards meanMv . thc i^reater number of inscnptional 
words in — tor. — sor dcnotc tradcs, or occupations (especially in 
tlie pubhc scrvicc). In tlic language of commcrcc thcy strove for 
popular favor with thc similar substt. in — arius (cf. infra '^» 16), 
but thc lattcr, as thc longcr form, prcvailcd, and the inscrr.

It is evident that the Sermo Vulgaris was unrestricted in the 
formatioR of thesewords. The inscrr. show a decided predtlectioii 
for them. Cf. the absurd hexameter verse: 

SATRIX, SERVATIUX. AMATRIX. SACRIFICATRIX 

from a dcdication to Veniis at Cuniac.' Of the 57 words in the 
list below, 16 are not found elscwhere. Likc the corrcsponding 
masculines in -TOR, -SOR, (cf. sodales ballatores^ sutor institor, 
* mercbant tailor *), they are fredy used as adjectives, as in Edict 
Dioclet, ' thc grinding i \ tax ' {laceratrices centesimae), * am- 
bushed audacity ' {ifisiiititfrix andncia*). 

In conncction with thc Komance lanci^uacjcs, it is interesting 
to note the geographicai distribution of the words. They are 
preserved in full vigor only in Ital.;' while Fr., Span., Port., 
Prov. show them only in isolated instances. Omitting from the 
inscrr. the very common and dassical words adiutrix, genetrix, 
meretrtx, nutrix, sen>atrix, victrix, 38. or exnctly of the 
forms, arc found onl\' in Ital\' (with Ronic).' and thcsc include 
with onc cxccption, all thc purcly inscriptional words. Africa, 
which has left no modern derived languagc, has 8, a goodly 
proportion. Britain, in a single inscrr. has the unclassical wndi^ 
trix and the classical inventrix ; but the inscrr. of Britain are 
largeiy mih*tary, and rcprcsent, in c^^cncral, thc langua^e as spoken 
elsewhcre. On tiie otiicr hand, Spain has only vcuatrix (class) ; 
and Gaul, ornatrix (class. poet). It may be assumed. therefore, 
that the phenomena of tiie Romance languagcs had their begin* 
ning far back In the Latin speech. *

The hterary evidence is summed up by Cooper, ' without, how- 
ever, bringing: the subject to a satisfactory conclasion. " From 
the foregoing statisttcs, " he says, " it seems clear that Stuenkd 
was wrong in assigning — men to the list of vulgar Latin suiiixes, 
and that on the contrary — meHtum^ Uke other heavy termina- 
tions, was the &vorite in the sermo plebeius. " There can be no 
doubt, ccrtainly, that — men was the more prevalcnt in poetry; 
but this may be easily explained. at least for the dactyhc verse, 
by the readiness vvith which dactyls may be formed with the 
various case-endings in — w<7/, while those in — vicntuni are 
adapted only to spondees. It is mainly due to this fact that 
— nioi is so conspicuously prcvalcnt in Lucretius ' ; and for this 
rcason, in general, httle importancc can be attached to ditfercn- 
ces in poctic diction. ' If the longcr forms wcre often preferred 
by less strict writers, if they grew in number during the periods 
of African and later Latinity, so too the shorter forms in — men 
never lost their formative activity, and in the latest times, as in 
the Hisperica Famina (6^ or oent.), they still hold a promi- 
neut place. (cf. altercamen, cibamen, congelamen^ etc. % If there 
was any significant choice of suflix in the later period, all that 
can be said is that — w^ii tended to be used for concretc sub- 
stantives, and — nientum to become abstract ; and this gradual 
diiiferentiation unquestionably arose out of the earlier sermo.vul' 
garis. ^ 

As to the inscrr., thc cvidcncc is mcagcr, but siistains, as 
far as it goes, the facts adduced above. There are 53 substt. 
in ^ men» and 55 in « mentum, Those in — men^ however, show

In one 
respect, however, this suffix is of unusual intcrcst, Did. — intiS, 
— ir/n havc a diminutivc force in Latin, as we should bc led to 
expcct by an a postcriori dcduclion from the romance languages? 
It certainly had no such force in the classic speech, and the ro- 
mance scholars in general allude merely to the later trend in 
this direction. ' But there can be no doubt, it seems, that such 
a use was not unknown in the popular language, even in the 
earlier period. In the home-Iife, the diminutive is inseparably 
connected with kinship, and the multitude of such name-ratios 
as Faustus : Faustulus: Faustinus, Sinnida: Secuudi//a : Secun- 
diua, (cf. Ital. naso : nasello : nasino), shows how carly, at least 
in feeling, a simiiarity of sensc had dcvclopcd betwcen the rcal 
diminutive — u/us, — i//us, and thc pscudo -diminutivc — dius. 

Nor are we entirely without instanccs of such a use of the 
suffix. Paucker* cites from Not. Tiron. gcminus, gemelius, ^anir 
ninus and later instances could be gather^ from the glosses.^ 
The inscrr. show other forms ; not certain, it is true, but bearing 
with probability on the point in question. Such are domnina 
(Ital donnina) in a Spanish inscr., puerina pucina (Cf. Ital, pic* 
cina) tn a Chr. inscr. of Rome, and possibly pusina in the same 
sense in a graffito of Pompdi.* It is possible also that buccinei^

C ADJECTIVES AND DERIVED SUBSTANTIVES. 

The positive distinction between adj. and subst is little 
maintained in popular Latin. It has been noted above in the 
lists 10, II how the substt in-tor.-trix may be used adjective* 
ly (Cf. sutor institor^ virgo decepirix). This usage is common 
enough with ccrtain words, even in tlic bcst h'tcrature. •* Such 
words, howevcr, wlien forced into the position of adjcctive, still 
remain essentially suhstantivcs, and are so rcLjarded. The same 
appUes to certain classes uf adjectives, as those in -bilis, -osus, 
-eus ; thcy do not cease to be simple adjectivt*s, even wlien tem- 
porarily raised to an independent standing. But there are other 
dasses that lend thcmselves so naturally to the substantival ose, 
that they may be considered as much the one as the' othcr. As 
examples in point, -alis and -arius are properly adjectival termi- 
nations; but many words i.n -alis (cf. aequalis, augustaKs, sex- 
fascalis, sodalis) are treated as read substt, and in the case of

"Orius tfaere is absolutely no distinctioii^ (cf. a corpus corariorum 
magnarunrum solatariorum^ * wholesale sole-leather-workers * unioB; 
s. solatarius, * maker of soles. '), and in fact the substt io 'Orius 
in theinscrr. outnumber thc adjj. by more than two to ooe. 

This usage extends furthcrmore to thc formation. quite un- 
limitcd in the popular ianguage, of a vast number of feminine 
and neuter derivativcs as substt., often without any thou-^^ht of 
a modified noun. In si/{St\ thcy arc simple substt. ; but for cuni- 
parative study as uords tliey should bc kcpt in rclation with 
the adjectival terminations with which they belong. Accordingly, 
I havearranged the following lists with this scope in view, following 
the adjj. of each class (and connected masculine substt) with 
the kindred feminines and neuters. How much information they 
may afibrd us of the tendencies of the Sermo Vulgaris in the 
matter of word-formation is shown by the fact that the section 
indudes no less than 340 purely inscriptional words, and up- 
wards, of 100 others in a sense not found in literature. 

16. -ARIUS. Thc words in -arius, -aria^ -ariuin, form for ■ 
sevcral reasons ihc niost intcrcsting class inciudcd in the prcsent 
study, and dcscrve a scparatc and thurough cxamination as a 
part of the popular vocabulary ; but spaoc will pcrmit of only 
a brief consideration of their place in the Sermo Vulgaris, I 
shall confine myself, therefore, to a few deductions from the in- 
scriptions, leaving the lists that follow to speak for themselves. 

The total number of these words in inscrr., at the present 
count, is 535 {-arius 412, -aria 43, -arium 80). This in itself 
^)eaks much for the popular character of the suffix, Two pha- 
ses of ancient lifc are vitally brought down to us through these 
words ; thc daily labor (free or slavc) and the military hfc. If 
languagc is a reflcx of thc lifc of a pcoplc, then here especially, 
where the daily life is shown, we should expect to find a strong 
drift of thc popular vocabulary. And in fact, thc number of 
new forms aiid mcanings in the inscrr.' shows most clearly that 
the sermo vulgaris availed itself of these suffixes to form new 
-words at will. Augustus* predilection for Connthian bronzes led 
to his being nicknamed ' eorinikiarius ' by a wit of the day, '

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a word that is found clsewhere only in inscrr. Thc auiiic vital- 
Ity attaches to the stiffix in the Romance ianguages, most no- 
taUy in Ital. with its erbworter tn -ajo^-aro,* -uro,* and its lohn' 
worter in -ario, The suffix sttll forms new words whcnever the 
need is felt, even in jest, a sure test of its popularity and use- 
fulness.' 

By far the greater number of words in — arius rdate to 
production and trade. A comph'catcd industrial systcm requircs 
a spcdal terminoiogy, and the choice of the suffix — arius in 
Latin, as rcfcrring to commcrcial afTairs, both satisficd thc nccd 
and furnishcd the languagc with an incxhaustible source of ncw 
words. The combinations of idcas caused by the association of 
men in industry are expressed in English by a succession of 
compounded substantives. as ' whoiesale wine and Hquor dealer," 
' tin and sheet'iron workers.' In Latin, the clumsy use of the 
genitive is avoided by the formation of any needed adj. in — ariiis; 
faber lectarius, gemmartus xulptor^ negotims* maieriarius, ne^ 
gotiator gladiarius^ redemptor marmorarim^ instead of faber Uc' 
torum^ gemmarum sculptor^ etc. This in not dtie to a mere fond- 
ness for longer words ; it fiUs a rcal want in the language, These 
words may be coupled to any length, and are always self-expla- 
natory. Cf. navtcularius lignarius, saccarius saiarius, vcstiarius 
tcntiiarius (qui facit vcstcs tcnucs), fabcr solcarius baxcarius, 
corpus nicnsorntn Jninicntarioriini nauticarioriini . This cnninicrcial 
use of — arins being establislicd. the formations are cxlended to 
adjj. derived from adjj. A ' bakcr of whitc brcad.' [pistor />anis 
candidi), is called pistor candidarius, a ' keeper of a private bath,' 
(^iif balneum privatum exereei)^ is balneator privatarius, < A fur- 
ther, and espedally interesting» extension of use is seen in the 
derivatives of adjj. denoting nationality.

The merchant in ques- 
tton was not a ' wholes^le slave-dealer, ' nor even a Greek dealer 
in slaves {yenaliciaHus graecus,^i3iii^ he may, of course, have 
been a Greek); but a dealer who made a specialty of Greek 
slaves, An examination of the list below will show conclusively 
that a dealer in vcnaiicia graeca would be known as venaliciarius 
graecarius. ^ 

The double suffix — {fjari-arius appears in inscrr. (often 
bcsidc thc simple suffix) in thc followin*^ words : capsararius, 
oculariarius, odariarius, pugillariarius, sa/ariarius, sigiliariarius, 
speculariarius vinariarius. All but one are found only in inscrr.; 
salariarius occurs also in the Digest. They are propcrly sccond- 
ary dcrivatives; salariarius {salarium), pugillariaruts [pugil/arcs), 
ifdariarius (odaria ^ earmina ; but the original substt. of many 
do not occur, and they may have been formed merely for the saloe 
of greater length.* We may also assume, however, originals ofa 
more general signification ; vincrii; sigillarii are ' deaters in vi^ 
num^ • makers of sigilla*; vinariarii, sigillariarii are • dealers 
in wines etc ' (* vinaria), * makers of figurines and the like ' 
(* sigiliaria),

It remains only to speak of thc formation of dimintttives 
from -arius in the sertno vulgaris.

/us), borsajuolo bursartolus), fruttajuoio {* fructariolus), ahvays 
with a shifting of acccnt.

generally simple things of common life. Of the two suflixes» -ar 
is the more classical ; I should unhesitatingly asaign -are, however, 
to the sermo vulgaris, cspecially where it is used for the more 
frequent -arittm, (cf. co/ufmdare, Utnerane, nubUart.) From tlie 
inscrr. I have coUected 21 words, 7 in -ar, 14 in -are. Of those 
in -ar, 4 are found in classic writers, and 2 in the post-classical 
literature, {liicar Tac, Tcrt. ; altar Prudent. etc), while the one 
remaining. cohitnnar, is a-a^ ei?., and may be an abbreviation of 
coiumnar{ium), though I think not In -arc, on thc other hand, 
we have only collare (Plaut., Lucil., Varro) and luminare (Cic.

The prevailinf:^ opinion that these 
adjj. and thc concsponding substt. belong espccially to the SLriiio 
vulgaris, and principally to that of thc post-classical pcriod, ' 
is confirmed by all the facts. Ihey are rare in the earHcst pe- 
riod, and their number is limited in the classical authors, while 
they find their readiest use in PHny, and in the African writers 
beginning with Tertullian. ' Their prcponderance in Pliny is 
partly due to the fact that they formed so many technical 
terms in medidne ' and allied subjects. In Tertullian and his 
African successors, the words have no such technical sense, but 
miist he rc^arded as a part of the popular vocabulary of the 
period that found its way into literature more readily in Africa 
than elscwhcrc. 

The time has not yet arrived to speak dogmatically of lo- 
cal variations in Latin, but in vievv of the cvidcncc affordcd by 
litcraturc, it will not bc out of place to notc that thc Africitas 
of this sutlj.x reccivcs some support also frotn inscrr. ^ Aratorins 
appears in two African inscrr. of thc time of Commodus, and 
in litcrature first in the Code of Thcodosius ; excrptoritoti in thc 
Latin vcrsion of tiic book of Sirach, for which Thielmann ' ciaims 
an African origin, and in an inscr. of Numidia ; susceptorium^ in 
the same sense, in an inscr. of the proconsular province. Without 
going into details, the following lists show more than the usual 
proportion of citations from African sources. Spain, too, is weU 
represented ; a fact that should be noted in vicw of the opinion 
hdd by some scholars ^ of a dose relation between the senno 
vulgaris of Africa and that of the Iberian peninsular. Adiuio- 
rium = adiumcntum is most frequent in thc African writers;' 
jt occurs in Spanish inscrr. of Norba and Aurgl InUgutorium —

The adjj. (and adj.-substt.) in -anus havc re- 
ceived detailed treatment by Schnorr von Carolsfeld ' ; I shali- 
add, thercfore, only a few remarks suggcsted by the Ust be- 
low, which contains 50 words, 17 of which are not found in li> 
terature. 

A relatively numerous dass is that of words compounded 
wtth prepositions, and representing a prepositional phrase. Tbey 
belong without doubt to the sermo vulgaris, especially to the 
daily life of town and camp in Itaiy. SuburbaHus alone is das- 
sical ; a few others iind their way into later literature, = but by 
far the greater number ccrtainly never passed out of the spoken 
language. Such are anteportatius, in fraforanus, subaedanus and sub' 
acdianus, std^liortanus and the like. To tlie same languagc of 
town and camp, (froni which they passcd also into that of law», 
belong in L,Mcat part the numerous substt. with con- in the sensc* 
of * fellow- '. With tlie present sutTi.x thcrc arc four : compa- 
ganns, consacranus, convctcranus (Cod. Just.), convicanus (Cod. 
Thcod ). In consacranus, for — cus, />ca\iNus for — arius, and 
c/assianus fur — icus, wc have purc popular formations. Thc 
essentially unlitcrary character of medianuSj prsmauus, rMstfcanuSt 
tertianus, venetiani has long been noted. 

Parailel with the commerciai use of-arius in afrarius, mau' 
rarius etc.,« is that m-anus of a secondary or tertiary derivaUon 
from place-names: britann-ic-iauus, gaU-ic-anus, german-ie-wnus 
ital'ic'ianus, urb-an-ic-ianus, These words. are the joint property

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§25. — osfis.^ The ^reatcst extention of the use of adjj. in-osus 
is in the stnno vttli^<ins ; but the inscrr. ofTer little of intercst 
to sustain the evidcnce of Hterature.* I havc collccted 54 words, 
of which only 5 are new, while no lcss than 43, or ' » of all, are 
fotind in classical prose and poetry. Thcir infrequency in inscrr. 
is no disproof of their general use in the popular spccch; it 
shows merely that the subject matter of inscrr. is very limited, 
and warns us not to accept too readily their negative evidence. 
What little evidence there is, in &ct, is positive enough. Six 
forms m-osus (including exU^liasuSt new) are found in the graffiti 
and dipinti of Pompeii, which represent. better than any other 
inscrr., the sermo vulgaris of the time. And the ill>natured bone 
tesserae, so fond 0^-0, -nnis used iVx malam partau,^ arc equally

Ifthe inscrr. are lacking in thesc adjj.. thc f^^losses have them 
in abutidance. Thout^h the ^losses d<> not fall witliin niy pro- 
vince, they are largcly dcrivcd froin the sources of popular Latin, 
and it will not bc wholly out of placc, wherc tiic inscrr. ofler 
such meager materials, to cite from the Glossae Latino-Graccae, 
the following words which arc missing in G.

§ 26. '■biiis* The interest of the inscriptional forms in -bilis 
in rdation to the sermo vuigaris attaches especially to die words 
in which the real ibrce of the suflix has been entirdy tost The 
graffiH of Pompeti have preserved to us a number of remark- 
able adverbs in -Miitert formed evidently for the sake of greater 
length, and used for the simple ablative of the gerund ; ceven- 
tinabmter, festinMHUr, inclinabiliter, irrumabiliter have no 
greater force than cevendo^ fesiinando etc. This fondness for the 
long termination -biliter, as replacing the gerund or a meread- 
verb, is very old in Latin. The early writers' admitted it rea- 
dily from the sermo viila^aris, as Naev. exanimabiliter * as if 
half-dead '; Plaut dissimiilabiliter z:^ ciissimulanter ; C^\.o impera- 

biliter : impcrando ; Acc. indecorabiliter = indecore ; but it was 

quite ri;^'orousiy excluded from the classic speech, and found 
littlc accL'pt.incc in literaturc ^ untii the latc pcriod S when it 
was dravvn again from tiie popular ianguage, where it had evi- 
dently always lived on. 

Beside the above-mentioned words^ we have, also in a 
fiinto of Pompdi, the anomalous form fratrabiHter from a subst 
stem, = frateme ; on the analogy of which I have hazarded the 
suggestion that the graffito cevefttinabiiitelr} mrabUiter 
may be supplied to read e\ut c]rurabiiiter, which I leave to the 
judgment of critics. 

Whether in the above indications wc may see a spedalde- 
velopment of the Campanian, or South Italian, sermo vulgaris, 
it is impossible to say. The fact may be noted, however, that 
another unusual word in -bilis, in an active sense, appears in 
the neighboring Volscian-Latin town of Aquinum : statua per- 
petuabilis = qui memoriam perpetuat,

^ 28. -C&US, -CIUS, With these adjj., and their correspond- 
ing substt (masc., fem., and neut.), we are once more in the 
field of tfae inscriptional sermo vulgaris, Of the 51 words ga- 
thered from inscrr., no less than 20, or about 40 "/o* ^re not 
found elsewhere. The adjj. in >icius were collected by Paucker * 
to tfae number of 131, and later by Wolfflm,' who, with a wider 
range of sources, raised the number to 219. From the inscrr. 
I am able to add 6 to his Ust: auraHctus, coUacHcius, deducti- 
cius, genialicius, vernacius, parentalicius ; and must extract one, 
for his ccnturionicius should certainly be transferred to -ICUS. A 
number of hitherto unrccorded Substt. in-ICIUM, and one in -ICIA» 
will also bc found bclow. 

In the official lany^uagc, acdilicius {aedil-is) and tribunicius 
[tribun-us) arc in classical uSe, but thc analogous words from 
substt, in -ior are certainly vulgar. Thc grammarian Caper' ha> s: 
' vir praetorius et quaestorius, non praetoricius aut quaestoricius 
dicendttm. ' Prattorieius occurs only in Martial ; quoistorkius 
nowhere in literature; both» however, are frequent in inscrr., 
which have also curatoricius, as well as cerealicius, duumuirali- 
cius, quiMquennalicius from substt in -alist all certainly fruits of the 
municipal ser$no vuigaris. In the words denoting personal and 
family relations, the suffix -cius plays a part also in tfae sermo 
vulgaris. CoUact-icius appears beside— «iif 2nA—aneus ; nutricius 
beside mUritor ; nepoticia=ineptis ; vemaciusssvema, The last 
two show a shifting of nieaning of the -ac, -ic- suffixes that 
ended in the diminutive -ico of Spanish, and the -iccio, -accio, 
-uccio of Italian. The same may bc seen in sodalicius-izsodalis, with 
the fondness for iong words that appears in auraticiuszz^uratus.

§ 29. -icus. These adjj. stand so close to those in -tcius 
that both forms often cxist side by side as doublets.* As a 
whole they have not yet been coUected,' but they appear to be 
lets numerous than the forms in "icius, and, in general, more 
cl asai ca l. Of the simple vrords In "ictts (•Mirm, "ica), the hiscrr. 
give 35 examples, all from adj. and noun stems except mediats, 
midica {mcdecr) and triticum {ter^ Those formed from stems 
of the first dedension hy the aid of an epenthetic {avia-t-icus, 
kcrha^^icust muita^t-icus, via-t-icum), and further esctended to 
-0-, -u- and consonantal stcms, are mudi less numerous, and 
doubtless belong largely to the senm vulgaris. Paucker ^ has 
counted only 49, vett. 18, reoc. 31; and htrbaticus should be 
added to his list. Quite anomalous, though frequent and clas- 
sical, is domcs-t-icus {^or * domus-t-icus), to the analojj^y of which, 
perhaps, wc owc thc form rus-t-icus, where we shouid expect 
• rur-icus. (cf. ruraiis). 

The inscrr. add 7 words in -icus to oiir dictionaries ; in- 
cluding ccnturionicus, which 1 phicc here * on thc analogy of 
mangonicus, multonicus ; and in the case of several others we have 
the earhest instance. Forms in -icus with long i are not included 
in the list ; the inscrr. have only amicus^ amiea, apricus (c. m 
188), immieus^ lorica (c. V 6428, 7349; IX 6257; m 2072), 
and pudicus, I have admitted, however, two Greek words» coro^ 
liticus, mempkiticus, which properly do not belong hcre.

§ 31. — IvuSt * ( — iva, "-^ivum), Cooper, foUowing Guericke* 
and Schulze, * has plaoed this suffix among those most preva- 
leat in the urmo vulgaris, The inscrr., with only 23 words, 
show so much that is new in form and meaning, as to give 

additional evidence of the fact. But it secms to be especially in 
the formation of substt. in — ivuni, — iva that the scrvio vulgaris 
is to be discerned. In litcrature, cGuditivum = sepitlcrum is found 
only in Seneca ; but it appears sevcral times in inscrr. of Ostia, 
once in Spain. Subsicivum as a tcchnical term occurs in Varro, 
Suct., and gromat, vct., and in an inscrr. of Falcrio ; ambula- 
tiva = • promenade ' is finaS «ip. ; comitiva is found in late lite- 
rature ; praerogativa is early admttted by Livy from 6ie language 
ot ]aw and politics. Cicero and Caesar have none of them. AI* 
most half of the words in the list below are substt. .

In his lists of popular Latin suffixes, Cooper 
has omitted — alis, it is not evident for what reason, for it is 
certain that no class of words was more readily formed in the 
sermo vulgaris; and the sufiix is still active in the romance 
languages» (Ital.-a/r, Span.-tf/, Vtow,-alt-aUt Fr.-alt-el). Paucker* 
has coUected 84 words In-a/is and 6 in-al^e) which appear first 
in silver Lattn ; Rdnsch ^ gives 6 forms from the Latin versi<»is 
of the Bible, and 41 new fornis from later litcrature, induding 
Tert 10, Cael. chron. 5, Script. Hist. Aug. and Amm., 3, the 
jurists 9. I am unableto say how frcquent theyarc irt the pre-cla?- 
sical u riters, but may note the IMautine words emartualis (Fseud. 
1237) and i-xauiinalis (Rud. 22 r. Bacch. 848). 

The inscrr. prove conclusively how prevalent-/?//^ was in the 
popular lan<^ua<^e. They have 158 words, — a rehitively large 
nunibcr, as c(>mj)ari.-,on with the other hsts wili show ; and of 
these, 26 are not lound in literature (iQof them apparent x-a^ 
t]|Uva.) Ihis does not include the substt. in-tf/(i'), which further 
add 3 inscriptional forms out of 17. Ktibler) hasnoticed thenu- 
merous words m-alis in the mscrr. of Africa, dting 14 forms. 
to whtch several can be added from the list bdow. We cannot 
assume, however, that-a/iV enjoyed an especial popularity in 
Africa. If we consider the words that are known oniy from 
inscrr., we find the following geographical distribution: Rome 
and vicinity 10, Danubian provinces 8, Africa 5, S. italy 4, N. 
Italy 3, Spain, i, Gaui i.

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The words in -alis may be roughly classed as (A) derived 
from substt» (B) derived from adjj. The former werc often in 
common use, but the popular mind undoubtcdly formed them 
from any subst. at will. (cf. ambrosiaiiSt aurigaliSt pratalis^ 
Masculines denoting things for the usual neuter in -alie) are 
also popular fnrmations. (froiitalis. tornlis). Tlic grcatest extcn- 
sion is seen in thc olflcial tcrminolojry of the muuicipia, whcrc 
-alis as subst. dctiotcs tlic lionorary rank of a pcrson. or the 
officc formcrly hcld by him ; very many such substt. appcar 
only in inscrr. And sucli clumsy combinations as ijuitujueduinn- 
viralis. scptcmscmiodialis arc part and parccl of thc pompous 
provinciahsm which .sces dignity in ' scsquipcdahan words. ' ' 

Of (13), words derived from adjj., die majority are due to 
the same fondness for overloaded terminations, are mere exten- 
sions of simple adjj. with no added force whatever. Cic. has 
aequalis and inatqualis, but the meaning diflfers from that of 
aequus, iftiquus. The inscrr. are full of these adjj.: aeternalis, 
ttmica/is» annua/ist aestivaiis, divalis^ infernalis^ laticlavialis, 
perpetuaiis, sempitemalis^ viciualis, and the subst. nrriidis urnat 
not one of which occurs in Cic, Caes., or the classical poets. 
They arc fruits of thc sermo vulgaris at all periods, frcm which 
many of tiiem are taken into iiterature by the later and less 
exactinjj^ writcrs. 

The sister suttixcs -ahs and -aris arc uscd absolulcly alikc. 
Thc phonctic principlc that ^ovcrncd their selectic-n and produced 
siu<;u/ari.s and phir-alis is succinctly statcd in its cxtreme 
grainmatical form i)y Plin)-. as cited hy Ciiarisius*. - " Latcralc dXi 
iatcrarc} L bi 1'linius codcm hbro VI: ' .si /' littcra pracccsserit 
in quacumque syllaba, scqui debet /, ut augurale, Contra si / 
praecesserit, sequi debet r, ut motare ' No grammatical rule 
is strictly maintained outside of classical Latin. In Pannonia 
and Noricum, Jupiter the Mountsun-thunderer was worshiped ir- 
respectively under the names culminaris and culminalis^ as we 
learn from inscriptions.

While the adjj. in — eiis pct incatc all plia.scs of the Latin 
language, and are especially frequent in chtssical poetry, it scems 
worth white to coUect the forms that appear in inscrr., if only 
to show to what extent the poetical and the popular languagc 
adopt the same terminology. The large number of words in 
inscrr. that are, in literature, distinctive of, or noticeable in, clas- 
sical poetry, proves the closeness of the relation. Beyond this 
there is not much to be said of the inscrr. Of the 77 words 
below, 6 are new ; others show the earliest usc, as buxeus, a. u. C. 
631-2 (Varro) ; acerueuStl'^ (Veoantep.); altiiafieus, 183 (Serv.

D, DIMINUTIVES. 

Of the position of Latin diminutives in general, and their 
place in the scrmo vulgaris, *♦ it is unnessary to speak. for no 
class of words has received more attention, or has had its status 
niore firmly cstabhshcd. ^ Spacc admits only a brief consideration 
of thcir usc in inscriptions, from which I have collected 168 
words, about 13 > of which arc not found in htcraturc, But 
the hst bclow docs not cxhaust our evidcnce, as rc<^ar.ls inscrip- 
tions, of thc usc of diminutives in popular Latin; thcy form thc 
stem of very many words in ihc prcceding hsts, notably those 
in— «««5.

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A very large part of thc inscriptional diminutives is found 
in epitaphs, and thcse express affection, either (l) in the family 
relatioos, ' or (2), as an eactension of the above, in anything 
connected with death or the tooib. In the popular mind, the 
memory of the beloved dead imparted a sort of tender feeltng 
to their final resttng-place, which found its readiest expression 
in the use of diminutives. ' To the same feeling of affection is 
due the use of words lilce attricula» brachiolum, labellum, actl" 
lus, and, as extended to every object of daily and personal con- . 
tact, we havc the n.imes of domestic aninials, asellus, capiliat 
catella, ovicula, pofcellus, the farm, its buildings and accessories, 
agellus, arbuscula, capistellum, castauiola, casula, coHciiIks, fa- 
scolus (Ital. fagioli). fiscclla^ liortuluSy UiUicula^ saliuHCuLa, stup- 
pulac, viriioia, and tiie like. 

The i^rajfiti and dipinti of Pompeii, a sure source of the 
plebeian vocabulary, furnish about ' ,0 of all tlic inscriptional di- 
minutivcs. Therc arc but few forms from adjectivcs : aenulus, 
blandulus, dolentulus^ miscllus, ovillus, parvulus. quantuluscunt' 
que; and but one double-diminutive, agcllulus. Instances of change 
of gender ' are more noteworthy : calliculu^ (callum)^ partkulus, 
kic praetorioluSy principiola (principium = adiius f\ hic saxulus^ 
centuneulum, siatuncuium. The very irregularity of these forma- 
tions shows the popular character of diminutives ; still, the mas* 
tering feature of the sermo vulgaris is not so much their irre- •. 
guiarity in form and meaning as thc spontaneity of their use. 
In very many cases they undoubtedly conserve a reai diminu- 
tive signification, or the alHed onc of affection. ^
